Red Cross Services 
To Armed Forces 


The real great reason for the immense increase in Red 
Cross activities during the past year has been on account 
of the large army that is being recruited in our own coun- 
try; as well as the unprecedented call for help in the war 
Aevasted countries. Information as to what the Red Cross 
does for the men in camps in our own’ country will be in- 
teresting to many, 4s there have been numerous inquiries 


about that phase of Red Cross work, 


The Red Cross is the only outside agency authorized to 


conduct a day vo day program within the confines of the U. 


§. Army and Navy reservations and has thus accepted great- 
ly widened responsibilities under the national defense pro- 
gram. By congressional obligation the Red Cross performs 
services which, by their nature, do not fall within the re- 
gpousibility of the Army and Navy. These services range 
from helping a worried recruit reach the side of his 111 movn- 
er to the task of a coast to coast chapter program that pro- 


duces 40,000,000 surgical dressings. 


During the past year Red Cross representatives dealt 


with 126,515 cases involving active service men or their fam- 
Hies. Chapters did similar service in 29,147 cases. Red 
Geoss work in the field increased 140 per cent over the pre- 
eeding year and in caring for the needs of the new fighting 
forces the ex-service man was not forgotten, as chapter 
workers reported handling 127,098 cases and Red Cross rep- 
resentatives in regional offices of the Veterans Administra- 
tion dealt with 51,729 cases. : 

You ask how all this is done? Through professional staffs 
and volunteer workers in 10,000 chapters and branches, 
through maintenance of a trained staff on duty in every mil- 


diary and nave! station in the country. 


Red Cross services to the armed forces may be described 
as follows: Promotion of health and well being of those 
under arms—and their families back home—through counsel 
and direct aid; enrollment and cataloguing of nurses and 

_ ghedical technologists as a reservoir from which to draw 
professional personnel for military service; volunteer pro- 
duction of surgical dressings and articles of comfort in mil- 
itary hospitals; providing volunteer blood donors for estab- 
lishing a national defense blood plasma bank; training of 
service men as instructors in first aid and water safety. 


As a part of its morale program the Red Cross maintains 
a recreational building at each of the 63 Army and Navy 
hospitals. Here the convalescent soldier or sailor may" play 
games, write, read and meet visiting rélatives and friends. 
Bach building includes a sound motion picture theatre, which 
shows popular films and training shorts designated by the 
eommanding officer. . 

To facilitate Red Cross operations in Army cantonments 
the American Red Cross this summer began construction of 
headquarters buildings in each of 62 camps, at a cost of $1,- 
250,000. Hach building provides instruction rooms, consulta- 

ion offices and living quarters for the field director and his 
staff. 

There are other services the Red Cross renders to the 
men in the camps—for instance the service man in a service 
hospital can look to the Red Cross for help in speeding his 
recovery, as medical-social workers trained in their special- 

ized assignment are on duty to aid attending service phys- 
ieians with development of case histories. They also are @ 
medium of communication with the families of hospitalized 
men and conduct recreational programs for those on the 
eonvalescent lists. 

If you desire to learn what your local Red Cross chapter 
is doing as its share in the national program—as well as 
carrying on its work here at home, just step into their work 
room on Second avenue.

When a school 
bus has stopped for the purpose; 
of taking on or leaving off its 
passengers, it makes no difference 
on which side of the highway the 
bus has stopped.

Q—What is the definition of a 
“slow-poke” driver? 

A-—Your question cannot be 
squarely answered by quoting any 
| section of the Vehicle Code, as it 
tis a term suggested by your let- 
ter. However, Section 514 of the 
California Vehicle Code, known as 
the “Minimum Speed Law”, states 
“No person shall drive upon a 
highway at such a slow speed as 
to impede or block the normal and 
reasonable movement of traffic, 
except when reduced speed Is nec- 
essary for safe operation or be- 
cause upon a grade or when the 
vehicle is a motor truck or motor 
truck towing another vehicle nec- 
essarily or in compliance with law 
proceeding at reduced speed.” 

Q—When the legislature chang- 
ed the state speed laws, making 
55 miles per hour the limit out- 
side of business or residence dis- 
tricts, did it abolish the prima 
facie section? 

A—No; the prima facie section 
remains a part of our speed laws. 

Q—How close may a bus fol- 
low a passenger car? 

A—The law does not specify 
any distance that a bus is re- 
quired to follow another vehicle, 
except that no vehicle shall fol- 
low another closer than is reas- 
onable and prudent. Any motor 
vehfcle towing another is requir- 
ed to follow another vehicle not 
less than 300 feet.
